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R asons for Allowanc 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
have been amended to further define the tissue treatment structure to include a plurality 
of tissue piercing electrodes and to define the particular visual indicators used to show 
temperature and time data. There is no suggestion in the prior art to modify the Hallock 
et al ('022) reference, the closest prior art, with the tissue piercing electrodes and visual 
indicators as now recited in the claims. It is noted that method claims 23-29 have been 
amended to provide the necessary active method steps to clarify the claims and obviate 
the 35 use 112 issues.
